A quarrel ensued 
and 
Henderson 
grabbed a hatchet and split R a y ’s 
head open. 
He then made a rush 
for the door and was met by Mrs. 
Ray ill the aisle. 
He struck her in 
the head with the hatchet and Mrs. 
McFall, a sister of Dora Ray, also 
had her head cut open. 
Just as he 
was going through 
the door, H e n ­ 
derson split 
Tom Starkey’s head 
open with another blow. 
He then lied and has not yet been 
captured, although nearly the entire 
town is out hunting him, and tele­ 
grams have been sent to surround­ 
ing towns informing them of the 
terrible afíair. 
None of his victims 
are as yet dead. 
The colored 
population, 
which 
comprises a large portion of the lit­ 
tle town, are frantic over the affair, 
and if Henderson is captured it is 
likely more blood will be shed, as 
he has many friends who, it is be­ 
lieved, will stand by him.
